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men ir. the country his , equal A member of .ach. This, however, was an erroneous report. ALL BOUKfr FOK CHICAGOAMONAECH'SCLOSIXGHOUBS appealed to every German man and woman to
contribute toward a general fund for the relief
of wounded soldiers - and their families. His
wife, the Crown Princess, nobly helped to swell
this fund.

On the 19th of September the army of the
Crown Prince oecopied Versailles, his brave
Bavarians and Wurtembergers having driven
the Freneh from the heights of Bicetre. Paris
was now inclosed all along the line from Ver-
sailles to Vincennes, the besieging army form-
ing a slender rnz of between forty-fiv- e aud fifty
miles in circumference.

From this day. the 19th of September, until
the termination of the siege of Paris, the Crown
Pricee held the line Bousival, Sevres. Meudoo,
Bourg, l'Hay, Cbevilly, Thiais, Choisy-le-Ro- i and
Bonnevil. In person he directed the fight
acainst General Vinoy, on Sept 30, when the
French were repuleed with heavy losses. Ba-zai- ne

surrendered Metz to the German army on
the 27th of October. King William, in recogni-
tion of this victory, and bearing in mind the lau-
rels gained at Weissenburg. Woerth and Sedan,
raised the Crown Prince and his cousin Freder-
ick to the rank of general field-marsha- ls in the
army. This was a departure from the tradi-
tions of the house of Hobenzollern, whose cus-
tom it was not to permit prmce3 of the reign-
ing family attaining the highest military rank.

Meanwhile in the several courageous efforts
cf the French during November and December
to break the besieging line the Crown Prinee
steadfastly held his position before Paris. It
was by no means an easy task, this investment
of Paris. The winter wss one of the severest
ever experienced. The French were desperate
and they attacked with the eourac bred of de-

spair. But the patriotic Germans never
swerved or faltered. They were buoyed up
by the assurance that as a' result of this terrible
campaign a new and united German empire
would be formed. There is no doubt that the
Crown Prince used all his powerful influence
toward this end. King Louis, of Bavaria,
did all he could to prevail upon ' his
fellow-sovereign- s to offer to the
King and his successors the title of German
Emperor. At last all difficulties toward that
end were vanquished. Bismarck's diplomacy
conquered. The differences between the South
German governments and the North German
Confederation were settled. Germany became
a united state And on the ISth of January,
1871, in the Hall of Mirrors, in the Palace of
Versailles, the King of Prussia was proclaimed
Emperor of Germany. The occasion was re-

markable for its brillance. The Crown Prince,
of course. wa3 present, as well as a laree com-
pany of German princes and officers. The Em-
peror issued a decree raisine the Crown Prince
to the high state of Crown Prince of the Ger-
man empire.

On the day following the proclamation of the
German empire occurred the last and greatest
effort of the beleaguered city. It was a sudden
attack by General Trochu's army, and an at-

tempt to break through the iron lines which
German strategy had drawn ronnd Paris. It
failed, and nothing remained to the vanquished
except to treat for peace. After the prelimina-
ries of peace had been negotiated the Crown
Prince reviewed the troops which had foueht so
bravely on the Loire. On the 7th of March,
1871, and when peace had been concluded, the
Crown Prinee bade farewell to Versailles. He
passed through Rouen and Amiens, and rejoin-
ing the Emperor William at Nancy, went on
to Berlin amid a blaze of triumph,
where his father bestowed upon him the
insignia of grand cross of the Order of the
Iron Cross a decoration which is the highest
ambition of a German soldier. Peaceful pur-
suits, however, were more to the Prince's taste
than tbe tented field, and it was with nnall oyed
happiness that he rejoined his beloved wife, who
had, while he . was absent, established and su-
perintended a hospital for sick: and wounded sol-

diers of botn armies in Homburg.
In 1877 Queen Victoria invested him with the

Order of the Garter.
. In January, 1833, he celebrated with great
pomp hie silver wedding.

It was not until early in November, 1877, that
the trouble in the Crown Prince's throat was
definitely diagnosed .as cancer. Early in the
year Profsssor Virchow and Dr. Morell Macken-
zie had examined the patient and tbe last
named gentleman performed an operation on
him.

It is no secret that Frederick was a man some-
what lacking in force and strength of purpose.
He was not and never could have been a Fred-
erick tbe Greaa had tbe fates been more Kind to
him. Nor bad he of late been overpopclar with
his people, the younger Germans particularly
disliking him on account of his fondness for tbe
English. There is no doubt that he was largely
influenced and in somo things dominated by the
Crown Princess. Never ambitious, but a good
soldier, of late years he has taken deep interest
in historical and archaeological researches, and
found an independent field of action ss patron
of all the museums and collections of works of
art in Prussia.

No blood has been spilled under Frederick's
kingship, but his brief reign Las been a most
tragic one. He for a brief season stood at the
threshold of the great possibilities which lie
within the grasn of a ruler of one of the fore-
most nations of the earth, but between him and
his earner has constantly stood the certaiuty of
an early surrender to bis malignant aud unre-
lenting foe. History presents few figures more
melancholy than this of Frederick, ascending
the throne in his prime, bat with the death-rattl- e

in hia throat "There was a time when his
friends imagined a very different career for him,"
saye Max Mailer in the Contemporary Review.
They believed that he might succeed to
the throne in the very prime of manhood. His
father, the late Emperor, then Prince of Prus-
sia, had been the most unpopular man since
1848, and it was considered by no means impos-
sible that he might think it right to decline the
crown and to abdicate in favor of his son. The
star of Prussia was low in 1848, and it sank
lower and lower daring the last year of the af-
flicted King, Frederick William IV. Few peo
pie only were aware of the changes that had
taken place in the political views of the Prinee
of Prussia, chiefly during his stay in Eoglanl.
and the best spirits of the time looked upon his
son. Prince Frederick William, as the only
man who could be trusted to inaugurate a new
era in the history of Prussia. His marriage
with the Princess Royal of England gave still
stronger zest to these hopes, for while he waa
trusted aa likely to realize the national yearn-
ings after a united Germany, she was known aa
the worthy daughter of her father and mother,
at that time the only truly constitutional rulers
in Europe. England was then tbe ideal of all
German Liberals, and a close political alliance
with England was considered the best eolation
of all European difficulties. Young men, and

Anxtety and Interest tn England.
fpeclal to the Indianapolis Journal

London, June 14. The news from Berlin Is
the chief object of interest here to-nig-ht All
dsy long the end of the royal invalid's brave
struggle with death has been looked for. Fears
for the worst were confirmed when Mr. Smith
made the announcement in the House of Com
mons, at O.30 this efening, that there was little
hope of recovery. An official message of such a
nature was felt to be ominous, and people re
called the ; fact that the announce
ment in' Parliament of Emperor Will-
iam's critical condition preceded his death
by only a few hours. The slowness with which
the dispatches from Berlin have been coming all
day is astounding, and newspaper bulletins
nave been besieged by eager throngs anxious to
learn the first tidiogs of death. Even the Ger
man embassy has been dependent for Informa
tion almost entirely upon the newspapers, and
the news has been of the most meager charac
ter. Without doubt, the Emperor began grad
ually to sink at an early hour this
morning. The tampon cannla, by which
the air passage was temporarily kept
elear yesterday, proved a complete failure.
To-da- y a tampon canula, wnich baa a gutta-
percha coating, was fitted in the patient's throat
This, wnen tnnated, niled up the vacant ipsco
between the walls of the windpipe, thus pre-
venting the downward passage into the lungs of
solid or liquid matter, which might be adminis-
tered. This was almost the last resort and its
failure was almost the last resort to clear the
passage thereto. The Emperess never left her
husband's side all day. At night all the royal
family, the Prussian ministers or state, ana
numerous foreign embassadors were present at
the palace, sadly waiting the end.

FREDERICK'S CAREER.

Salient Featnres and Striking Events In the
Ufa of the Dying Emperor.

Frederick William Nicholas Charles, only son
of the late Emperor William, and his successor
on the throne of Germany, was born on tho 18th
of October, 1831, at Potsdam, in the palace built
by Frederick the Great after the close of the
Seven Years' war. His mother, Marie Louise
Augusta Catherine, waa the daughter of the
Grand Duke Charles Frederick, of Saxe-Weima- r.

At the time of his birth King Frederick Will-

iam, his grandfather, was on the Prussian
throne. It was not until 1SG1 that his father
was crowned King, though he acted as Prinee
Regent for several years before that date. A
very earef ul education was bestowed on the
young Prince. His mother, the pupil of Goethe
and the friend of Alexander von Humboldt, may
be said to have devoted all her time to her son's
training. Ernest Curtius, the historian
of . Greece, became his tutor, and un-

der the scholarly guidance of that
distinguished Hellenist he was prepared for the
serious business of life. The life led by the
young Prince was quiet and studious. His
uncle, afterward King Frederick William IV,
had been married since 1823, but a direct issue
from this marriage being extremely doubtful,
the Prince was brought up in the expectancy of
eventually inheriting the throne. As a boy he
was cordial and kindly. His manners were aim--

pie and unassuming, and he had an ample
capacity for work.

The first acquaintance of Frederick with Em-
press Victoria catea back to the year 1851, when
the Crown Prince, then a young man of twenty,
was visiting the London world's fair. He was
fascinated by the youthful graees of Victoria,
and compared her to one of the saints in a paint-
ing by Titian. Much waa done by the families
of both the young people to strengthen their

. kindred feeling, and the seeds thus sown were
allowed to spring up during the prolonged
military service of the Crown Prince in Pots-
dam and Breslau. In 1855 he, with the consent
of hia parents, went to England and formally
requested the hand of the Princess in tnarriaee,
which was granted, with the proviso that she
should not be told until sbe. had grown older.
Bat the impetuosity of the youth overrode this,
and in truo romantie style the Prince offered
himself to her during a walk across the flower
ins heather of a Scotch hillside. Despite the
vehement opposition of the English press and
people the marriage took place on Jan. 25, 1853,
at St. James place.

Upon the accession of King William to the
throne the little war between the King and the
Deputies followed, which ended with the King
calling Bismarck to his council and the ultimata
triumph of the executive.

The Crown Prince was bitterly opposed to
the course events were taking. He had hoped
to see prevail the principles of moderate parlia-
mentary rule. But be made no sign. He ah
stained from public disapproval of ministerial
acts. He had hoped that German unity would
be accomplished by peaceful political procedure,
but it waa destined to be brought about only by
ths grim agency of the sword.

It was in the year 1864, daring the Dsno-Germ-an

war, that the Crown Prince was first
afforded the experience of the battle-fiel- d. Ha
commanded the First Infantry Division of the
Guards, his rank being that of lieutenant-genera- l.

Field Marshal Wrangel had the chief
command, and the Crowu Prince's position was
rather that of an observer than a participator.
Bat at the time when power was confided to
him disputes bad broken out among the Prus-
sian generals, and his tact and good temper soon
restored . peace to headquarters. From the
skirmish at the Daunewerke to the storming of
Doppell matters went smoothly and success-
fully with the Prussians, in spite of the vastly
overmatched but heroic and nndaunted German
army. . .

Two years after he appeared in the field as a
leader of armies. In 1866, when the war broke
out between Prussia and Austria, the chief of
bis stsff waa Major-gener- al von Blumenthai,
and he bad under bis orders three army corps
besides the Guard Corps under Prince Augustus
of Wartemberg. The Crown Prince led his
army, composed of 125,000 men, from Silesia
through the passes of the Sudetic hills, an oper-
ation exposed to great difficulties and to consid-
erable dancer. - By a series of brilliant opera-
tions the army poshed its way through the
mountains, firhting severe actions at Trantouan,
Narhod, Skalitz, and SebweioscbadeL Before
he had practically effected his junction with
Prince Frederick Charles, General Benedek bad
made preparations to attack the latter with su-
perior force, and the battle of Sadowaor KoBnig"-grre- tz

was the result (July 3, I860.. The Crown
Prince appeared on the field unexpected by the
Ausiriaos in the middle of the battle, struck tbo
heart of the Austrian position, and decided tho
fortunes of the day. The Crown Prince was
decorated on the battle-fiel- d by his proud father
with the highest Prussian military order Pour
le Merita. His march from Miletin to Kcenig- -
ercotz. and bis series of victories on enterine Bo-
hemia, established his reputation as an ener-
getic commander.

In the war between Germany and France the
Crown Prince acted a most conspicuous part
Fraoee declared war aeaiort Germany, Moltke
organized three powerful aimies to hurl ag&iost
the French, and the Crown Prince was given
the command of one of tneo, as well as the
leadership of the South German troops. The
close of July, 1870, found fcira on the Rhine
frontier, tn command of tbo Third German
Army, comprising the Fifth. Sixth and Eleventh
North German corps, the First and Secood Ba-
varian Corps, and the divisions furnished by
Baden. Wurtemberg, and Hesse, in all about
2OO.000 men and 500 eons. Aug. 4 he vieorously
attacked'the position held at Weissenburg by
that portion of Marshal MacMahon's corps
which was commanded by Gen. Abel Douy.
The French were ted and dispersed after
a severe atrnccle. Following op
this important victory, the Crown Prince
attacked the united army corps of General
iuaciuanon. faiuy, and Uanrooert, drawn up .n

option at Wcertb. MacMahou had under himI0.000 men tn all. and oecnxid a strong defens
ive position on the slopes of the Vosges. The
Crown Piince arrired from Weissenburg in the
evening with an army of 130.0CO meo, aud began
the attack at 7 next moroinv The French hoe
was turned at two points, and their left and cen-
ter broken, notwithstanding a desperate charge
of cavalry which was ordered by MacMahoo as a
Uat resort. At the memorable engagement near
Sedan (Spt 1) his troops and those of Prince
Frederick Charles were engaged asiost the
greater part of MacMahon's forces, and the Ger-xns-ns

succeeded In crossing the River Meuse, this
extremely difficult operstion being effected by
the Crown Prinee with bis Prussians and
Wurtembergers, supportod by the Bavarians
under Gen. von der Tana. Rapidly then did
the army of the Crown Prince push on to Paris.
Re made ouly a short halt at Rheims,
the historic city in whose splendid Gothis cathe-
dral most of the kings of France from Philippe
Auruata to Cnarles X had been consecrated.
His father made there, and
the Prince earned the gratitude of the poorer
people of tb city by - issaiog an order of the
day exempting them from having soldiers
billeted on them. , It ts also worthy of record
that fi?e day after the storming of Sedan ho

The Widespread Enthusiasm for Gen,

Harrison Becomes More Intense.

Thousands of His Home Friends Preparing to
Work in Securing His Nomination What

Is Said by the People Wlio Know Him.

From this time on there will be an exodus
of Republicans going to Chicago, and while the
travel in that direction during the past few days
haa been great, the crowds to come will be of
such size as to immeasurably surpass those that
have heretofore attended national conventions,
Here nothing else is talked about but a trip to
Chieago sometime during the convention. It is
the topic among all classes of bnsiness and pro-

fessional men, as well as among politicians.
Yesterday the common question was: ''When
are yon going! Tbe reply would fix a day
sometime between thia and Monday, for there
is a great desire to be on the ground at the open
ing of the convention. It is estimated that
there will be in attendance fully 2.000 people
from Indianapolis alone, one-ha- lf of whom will
go up Monday with the Harrison Club. The
great interest in the affairs of that organization
reflects the enthusiastic - sentiment here and
throughout the State in reference to General
Harrison's candidacy. The managers of it,
while they are perfecting details to accommo-
date the great crowd that will go on the Harri-
son train, are doing everything that is otherwise
suggested to advance the interests of that dis-

tinguished Indianian. A reception committee,
consisting of Mayor Denny, H. C Allen, Gran-
ville Wright, Gen. R. S. Foster, JohnL. McMas-te-r,

H. F. Stevenson, Walter Wright, W.4 N.
Harding and others, as has been announced,
will make pleasant the stay of delegates who
may stop here on their way to Chicago. They
met yesterday and adopted a programme which
includes showing visitors the sights of Indianap-
olis. While this committee was at work another
was engaged in aelling Harrison hats,
which seem to deck the head of
every other man one meets on
the streets nowadays. On the register of the
club are already six hundred names of those
who are going to tbe covention Monday. Some
of those whose business is pressing will divide
the time between here and Chieaeo. They will
go up to-nig- ht and Saturday and than return, to
go back to tbe convention city Monday night.
To-nig-ht the club will hold its final meeting at
the Criminal Court room, when Mr. Baldwin, of
the Monon, will be present with railroad tickets.

Every bit of news, through private and pnblie
sources, indicating tbe favorable oonditlon of
General Harrison's candidacy, is eagerly sought.
It was highly gratifying yesterday to the Gen-
erals friends to learn through personal sources
that bis interests are advancing to what is
deemed a triumph. One of these letters con-
veyed the information that tne Indiana con-
tingent already In Chicago was doing effective
service, and that it had been systematically or-
ganized. The same writer says that the Gen-
eral's chances are growing all the time, and that
by ; a large majority of the delegates
he is" conceded tbe one available
candidate who can make victory certain.
That sentiment is constantly expressed here, and
throaehoat tbe State, not only by Republicans
who are universally for Harrison, but by Dem-
ocrats who wculd rather aee any other man
nominated.
